(Currently Amended) A multi-typed plasma display panel which is a unit plasma display 
panel used for fonning a large screen, the large screen including at least a first and a second 
interconnected unit plasma display panel, comprising: 

a firont substrate; 

a rear substrate sealed with the firont substrate; 

a plurality of first barrier ribs formed on the rear substrate, the plurality of first 
barrier ribs dividing a display area into display cells; 

at least one cross-section in the first unit plasma display panel and which faces the 
second unit plasma display panel; and 

at least one second barrier rib formed along the cross-section inside of a seal line 
in order to prevent the sealant of the seal line firom penetrating into the inside of the first 
unit plasma display panels 

wherein the second barrier rib is extended to the edge of the plurali ty of first 
barrier ribs and formed perpendicular to the edge, the second barrier rib being connected 
to the plurality of first barrier ribs .

3. (Currently Amended) The panel according to claim L [PJ] wherein an auxiliary barrier 
rib is fiirther formed between the second barrier rib and the cross-section and separated firom the 
second barrier rib in parallel

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5. (Currently Amended) A multi-tvped plasma display panel which is a un it plasma display 
panel used for forming a large screen, the large screen including at least a first and a second 
interconnected unit plasma display panel comprising: 

a firont substrate: 

a rear substrate sealed with the front substrate; 

a plurality of first barrier ribs formed on the rear substrate, th e plurality of first 
barrier ribs dividing a display area into display cells; 

at least one cross-section in the first unit plasma display panel a nd which faces the 
second unit plasma display panel: 

at least one second barrier rib formed along the cross-sectio n inside of a seal line 
in order to prevent the sealant of the seal Ime from penetrating into the i nside of the first unit 
plasma display panel, wherein the second barrier rib is forme d between the outermost barrier rib 
which is adjacent to the cross-section in plurality of first bar rier ribs and the seal line of the 
cross-section: and 

Tho ponol aooording to claim 1, whcar e in a sealant is filled m a space between the second 
barrier rib and the most outside barrier rib. 

6. (Currently Amended) A multi-typed plasma display panel w hich is a unit plasma display 
panel used for forming a large screen, the large screen includi ng at least a first and a second 
interconnected unit plasma display panel, com prising: 

a fi-ont substrate; 

a rear substrate sealed with the front substrate: 

a plurality of first barrier ribs formed on the rear substrate, th e plurality of furst 
barrier ribs dividing a display area into display cells: 

at least one cross-section in the first unit plasma display panel and which faces the 
second unit plasma display panel: 

at least one second barrier rib formed along the cross-section inside of a seal line in order 
to prevent the sealant of the seal line firom penetrating into the mside of the first unit plasma 
display panel wherein the second barrier rib is formed between the outermost barrier rib which 
is adjacent to the cross-section in plurality of first barrier ribs and the se al line of the cross- 
section: and 
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Th e pan e l aocording to claim 4, whor e in a dielectric surface of the rear substrate is 
removed as much as an area separated at a predetermined distance fesa fix)m the cross-section, 
where the seal line is formed in a glass exposure condition. 

7. (Previously Presrated) The panel according to claim 6, wherein the removal of the 
dielectric surface of the rear substrate is performed on the area between the second barrier rib 
and the cross-section. 
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
